What Obama needs to realize is that more 
than 21,000 of those deaths — nearly 38 
percent — took place after the nation more 
less concluded that Vietnam 
was a quagmire and tapped 
Nixon to fix the problem. 

Although the pain suffered 
by military families today is no 
less intense, the carnage in Af- 
ghanistan and Iraq is consider- 
ably smaller: 5000-plus dead to

Now another step forward has 
been taken. This past month, 
Democratic Massachusetts rep- 
resentative Barney Frank, for the 
second year in a row, filed two bills 
seeking decriminalization. The Per- 
sonal Use of Marijuana by Responsible 
Adults Act of 2009 would lift punish- 
ment for the “possession or not-for- 
profit transfer” of small amounts of 
marijuana; it would also create a 
$100 civil fine for smoking pot in 
public. The Marijuana Patient Pro- 
tection Act, meanwhile, would pre- 
vent federal authorities from prosecut- 
ing growers and users of medical 
Marijuana in any state where the 
medical use of pot is legal. 

The bills don’t go as far as 
many would hope; they won't end 
federal prohibition against selling pot 

for profit, for instance — so any argu- 

ments about legaliz- 
ing and taxing the 

stuff 


are moot. In addi- 
tion, neither piece of leg- 
islation would change 
Marijuana’s status 
as a Schedule I drug 
under the Controlled 
Substances Act, and 
neither upends any ex- 
isting state or local law. 
The diehards in the marijuana-reform 
movement “clearly would like to have 
marijuana legalized,” says Allen St. Pierre, 
a executive director of the National Organi- 
a zation for the Reform of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML). “They see decriminalization as

a half-baked loaf. But those of us here on K 
Street [in Washington, DC] that actually have 
to lobby and litigate this stuff, |see that] there 
is no support, overtly, in Congress for legalizing 
marijuana. So while the grassroots are harp- 
ing for legalization and taxed access, I can say 
that, of the 435 members of Congress, there are 
probably five who genuinely, strongly support 
legalization. There’s probably 200 to 250 who 
support the notion of decriminalization — but 
they've never had a vote on such.” 

“I don’t know what the difference is be- 
tween legalization and decriminalization,” ar- 
gued Frank with characteristic bluntness when 
we spoke for our May 29 story. “Something is 
either legal or it’s criminal. You may only legal- 
ize some aspects of it, but what is a ‘decriminal- 
ized activity’? Does that mean you can do it? 
Then it’s legal. If it’s against the law, then it’s 
criminal.” 

Not exactly, counters St. Pierre, citing 
Massachusetts’s recent decriminalization refer- 
endum by way of example. “Run out to Faneuil 
Hall right now with an ounce of marijuana; 
you'll pay the $100 fine.” Try to sell it, on the 
other hand, and “you'll end up with a felony 
against you.” 

But right now, the legalize/decriminalize 
debate shouldn't obscure the bigger issue, says 
St. Pierre. With support for pot-policy reform at 
a high ebb, it’s time to act — and any realistic 
chance at chipping away federal marijuana 


Luckily, he says, these bills appear to have 
a fair chance of actually passing. “Unlike last 
year,” when similar legislation filed by Frank 
and Paul never made it to a vote, “this year it 
would seem that they’ve really struck a note be- 
cause of the marijuana Zeitgeist that seems to 
be around the United States these days.” 

More and more Americans, having “seen 
the ineffectiveness of the all-out prohibition 
approach,” with its “overcrowded prisons and 
overstretched law enforcement,” are “more 
skeptical of government intervention,” Frank 
told the Phoenix in May. Ultimately he hopes 
to convince his colleagues in Congress that 
“people should be allowed personal freedom if 
they’re not hurting anyone else.”

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THE LOAN GROAN 


Each month, with miserable certitude, the snail- 
mailboxes of middle-class twenty- and thirtysome- 
things are stuffed with student-loan bills, from both 
federal and private lenders. The balance seems to 
remain stagnant, even as we mail in check after check. 
Politicians, economic analysts, and activists have said 
student-loan debt is the new American albatross, hin- 
dering post-graduation goal achievement 

and stunting economic 

growth on both 
individual 

and national 
scales. 

But a new 
federal program 
that went into 
effect on July 
1 aims to help 
overburdened 
student borrow- 
ers. The Income 
Based Repayment 
plan, created as 
part of the 2007 College Cost Reduction and Access Act 
(CCRAA), caps monthly loan payments at 15 percent 
of the borrower's “discretionary income.” (Discretion- 
ary income — get out your abacus — is the difference 
between actual income and 150 percent of the federal 
poverty line, which, for a single person, would be 
$16,245.) If you make $30,000 per year, then, your pay- 
ments would be 15 percent of $13,755, split into month- 
ly increments of $171.93. It resets annually, based on 
changes in your income or family size. 

The plan period is 25 years, so if you make your re- 
quired payments for that long and still haven't killed 
your debt, it will all be forgiven. But — and this has been 
widely overlooked, so heads up — that forgiven sum is 
considered taxable income, which means you'll still have 
a pretty hefty tax bill. 

Another element of the CCRAA is the public-service 
loan-forgiveness program, which encourages graduates to 
enter public-service careers (including teaching, military 
service, public law and defense, and firefighting, but not, 
alas, journalism). After 10 consecutive years serving in 
one of these fields and making payments, a borrower's 
entire loan balance (and accrued interest) will be wiped 
out — without being considered taxable income. 

All 12 members of Massachusetts’s congressianal 
delegation voted for the CCRAA in 2007. Maine and 
Rhode Island legislators also universally supported the 
measure.

With the era repression and secrecy fos- 

tered by George W. Bush and Dick Cheney 
finally over, this should the best times for 
freedom expression, open government, and civil 
liberties. 

Yet change comes slowly. 

Among President Barack Obama’s first acts in 
office were his announcement that the prison 
Cuantanamo Bay would be closed within a year, 
and his order that executive agencies comply fully 
with the federal Freedom Information Act. 

Now, nearly six months after Inauguration 
Day, Obama waffling what with the 
Cuantanamo even the point 
embracing the odious practice of indefinite deten- 
tion. And, last month, msnbc.com reported that 
the new administration was picking up where Bush 
left off in refusing to release the names of White 
House visitors, despite a federal-court ruling that 
those names are public records. 

Here in New England, the 12th annual Phoenix 
Muzzle Awards have taken on a slightly different 
cast from previous years. This time, there are fewer 
terrorism-related outrages and more cases related 
to open government and freedom of the press. 
Perhaps that represents a return to something 
aching normalcy.

FLIPPING OFF THE GHOST JOHN 
PETER ZENGER 

Andrew Hamilton, the great Colonial-era 
lawyer, would have been appalled Judge 
JUAN 

It was Hamilton, at the 1735 trial of New- 
York Weekly Journal publisher John Peter Zenger, 
who put forward the then-revolutionary 
notion that no one should be convicted of 
libel for “speaking and writing truth.” And 
is Torruella, 274 years later, who now seeks to 
undo that historic principle. 

Torruella, who sits on the US Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit, Boston, 
ruled in February on behalf of a three-judge 
panel that a libel suit brought against the 
office-supply giant Staples could proceed. 
Alan Noonan, a former sales director at 
the company, had sued Staples because 
his supervisor sent e-mail some 1500 
employees revealing that Noonan had been 
fired for violating the company’s expense- 
Teport policy. 

In explaining his decision, Torruella 
wrote that, though the contents of 
the e-mail were true, Noonan’s suit 
should move forward because of a 1902 
Massachusetts law, which held that a true 
statement could be found libelous if it had 
been made with “actual malice.” Never 
mind that, since the Supreme Court’s 
Times v. Sullivan ruling in 1964, the phrase 


“actual malice” pertains only defama- 
tory statements that are knowingly false 

made with “reckless disregard” for the 
truth. Torruella said had follow the 
1902 meaning, which he defined as “ill will” 
intent.” 

The notion that truth absolute 
defense in a libel suit is well established, 
and crucial to the functioning of a free 
press. The Supreme Court has held that 
even a private figure such as Noonan must 
prove defamation, falsity, and negligence in 
order prevail libel action. wonder 
Robert Ambrogi, a First Amendment lawyer 
and executive director of the Massachusetts 
Newspaper Publishers Association, called 
ruling “the most dangerous libel 
decision in decades.” 

Back in 1735, Hamilton lost his argu- 
ment but won his case, as the jury ignored 
Chief Justice James Delancey’s instructions 
and acquitted Zenger charges that 
had libeled Governor William Cosby. If only 
Judge Torruella’s wrong-headed ruling could 
be so easily cast aside.

OPEN GOVERNMENT FINE 
LONG IT’S FOR OTHERS 
The BOSTON CITY COUNCIL came up witha 
novel solution to a vexing problem.

So unless Flaherty was 
talking specifically about city affairs with at 
least six other councilors in his proverbial hall- 
way, was danger violating the law. 

Fortunately, the proposal went nowhere. 
And in January, on the eve of announcing his 
campaign for mayor, Flaherty said he would 
apologize for the Council's violations of the law 
from 2004 to 2006, when he was president. 

“At the time, I thought I was acting appro- 
priately,” said Flaherty. “The courts decided 
things should have been handled differently. 
Lesson learned.” 

The open-meeting law is not perfect. (For 
one thing, the legislature, in its wisdom, 
exempted itself.) But the law functions 
rough guarantee of openness at the local level. 
It also allows for private deliberations when 
discussing such sensitive matters as contract 
negotiations and lawsuits. 

If anything — as journalists, community 
activists, or public watchdogs who’ve spent time 
dealing with secretive municipal-government 
officials will tell you — the open-meeting law 
ought to be strengthened, especially with regard 
to punishing violators. Too many elected offi- 
cials ignore the law, knowing they risk nothing 
more than a tongue-lashing from the district- 
attorney’s office. 

The law is a burden only to public officials 
who think the public is a burden. 


J.D. Salinger, Cornish, 
New Hampshire 


COPYRIGHT SUIT WOULD LIMIT 
ARTISTIC CREATIVITY 

Since 1965, for precisely half his long life, J.D. 
SALINGER has maintained his literary silence. 
His legal silence, not so much. The reclusive 
sage of Cornish, New Hampshire, has gone to 
court several times in attempts to prevent an ex- 
lover, would-be biographers, and the like from 
writing about him and thus intruding on his 
isolation. 

Now, though, Salinger has taken his intimi- 
dation tactics to a new level. Recently, he filed 
a breach-of-copyright suit that would, if suc- 
cessful, do incalculable damage to the right of 
artists to transform and comment on someone 
else’s work. Salinger’s target: a Swedish humor- 
ist known as J.D. California, whose book, 60 
Years Later: Coming Through the Rye, is a takeoff on 
Salinger’s most famous work, the 1951 novel The 
Catcher in the Rye. 

At issue is the “fair use” provision of copy- 
right law, which allows for the unauthorized 
use copyrighted material long certain 
conditions are met. Among them is the right 
parody recognized cases ranging from 
Gone with the Wind sequel to 2 Live Crew’s hilari- 
ous riff on Roy Orbison’s “Oh, Pretty Woman.” 

This is bullying on Salinger’s part, aimed 
at making artists think twice before tangling 
with him. Unfortunately, he could cause a lot 
of collateral damage. Last week, US District 
Court judge Deborah Batts issued preliminary 
injunction banning Years Later the US, thus 
ensuring — at best — a protracted legal battle. 

In Slate, Ron Rosenbaum asked, “Wouldn't 
himself had actually written the Holden 
Caulfield sequel 60 years later, hired this 


(apparently) Swedish guy to impersonate the 
pseudonymous author, then sued himself to 
insure no one would guess the real author?” 
It is a tribute to Salinger’s reputation for 
eccentricity that Rosenbaum could ask such a 
question, even in jest. But the implications of 
Salinger’s suit are laughing matter.

POLICE CHIEF PUSHES SECRECY 
FATAL SHOOTINGS 

Two years ago, police in Central Falls, Rhode 
Island, refused to release an incident report 
identifying the officers involved in the fatal 
shooting of a Guatemalan immigrant in his 
apartment. 

Superior Court judge Cilbert Indeglia wasn’t 
having any of it. In response to a lawsuit filed 
by the Rhode Island ACLU, Indeglia ruled that 
the city had to release the report. 

Now Central Falis police chief JOSEPH MORAN 
is trying to make sure that doesn’t happen 
again. Working with his hometown legisla- 
tor, Democratic state representative Kenneth 
Vaudreuil, Moran has proposed that the state’s 
open-records law be amended so that the iden- 
tity of police officers involved in fatal shootings 
would not released until any related grand- 
jury investigation has ended. 

In the 2007 fatality, Moran said police 
officers, responding to a 911 call, opened fire 
on 27-year-old Selvin Garrido Morales after 
he attacked them with a knife. A grand jury 
found that the shooting was justified. What’s 
not justified is Moran’s insistence that the 
officers’ identities should have remained 
undisclosed until the grand jury had released 
its findings.

Police work is dangerous. As Moran testified 
before the House Judiciary Committee, officers 
involved in fatal shootings are traumatized and 
often need counseling. But that’s no reason to 
wrap the use of deadly force in a veil of secrecy. 

Two weeks ago, the Rhode Island House 
overwhelmingly approved this proposal. The 
bill now awaits Senate action. It deserves a 
resounding “no.” : 

Moran’s misguided attempt to protect his 
officers is contrary to the accountability and 
transparency we should demand.

ROUGH JUSTICE FOR OFFICIAL 

WHO SEEKS GAG MEDIA 

The problem with attempting to deny others 
their right to free expression is that you have 
no moral standing when others deny the same 
right to you. 

Boston City Councilor CHUCK TURNER found 
that out in January, when federal prosecu- , 
tors went to court to stop him from talking 
about the bribery charges faced following 
his arrest last November. The gag order was 
necessary, they claimed, to prevent Turner 
from revealing the evidence and witnesses 
against him. 

In a surreal letter to the judge, Assistant 
US Attorney John MacNeil wrote, “Mr. Turner 
has held a series of press conferences and 
rallies since he was charged in this matter, 
aimed in part at bolstering his character 
and attacking the government's motives for 
seeking an indictment against him from 
the grand jury.” Imagine that. It’s known as 
defending yourself. 

Trouble is, just a month earlier, Turner 
had written an equally surreal letter calling 
for sanctions against news organizations that 
failed to pay fealty to the notion that a person 
is innocent unless proven guilty. “Mass-media 
outlets must be prohibited from spreading 
information that conflicts with the presump- 
tion of innocence,” Turner wrote to Governor 
Deval Patrick. 

Turner's letter went nowhere. But clearly 
this Harvard man lacks a grasp of basic civics. 
Prior restraint — censorship — is a violation 
the First Amendment unless involves 
serious breach of national security, incitement 
violence, obscenity. The presumption 
innocence is a vital part of the criminal-justice 
system, but the media are free to conclude 
otherwise. It may be journalistically irrespon- 
sible for a news organization to act as judge 
and jury, but such behavior is protected by the 
Constitution. 

Turner, with the help of the ACLU of 
Massachusetts, fighting the gag order 
against him. should overturned.

THEIR OVERZEALOUS PURSUIT 
EMBARRASSMENT 
Under the law, street artists who use public 
and private property without permission are 
criminals; their art, vandalism. It would be 
well beyond the scope of the Muzzle Awards to 
try to rewrite the law and hand out our coveted 
statuettes on the basis of how we wish the world 
could be. 
Nevertheless, the BOSTON 
POLICE DEPARTMENT has earned 
a Muzzle for overzealousness 
that went way beyond the call 
of public duty. Last February, 
police arrested the celebrated 
street artist Shepard Fairey 
on his way to an event at the 
Institute of Contemporary Art, 
which was hosting exhibi- 
tion of his work (the Phoenix 
was sponsor). The arrest was 
clearly a publicity stunt, based 
on old warrants. As Fairey was 
quoted as saying afterward, 
the timing “was designed to 
create as much inconvenience 
for and the museum 
possible.” 

That wasn’t the only les- 
son Fairey received about 
freedom of expression dur- 
ing the past year. He and the 

Muzzle-worthy Associated Press are involved 
in a preposterous legal battle over Fairey’s 
now-iconic “Hope” poster Barack Obama, 
which is based on an AP photo. As in the case 


of J.D. Salinger (page 11), Fairey’s poster is a 
“transformative” use of the photo protected 
by the long-established fair-use exception to 
copyright laws. 

Perhaps the AP case will help Fairey see the 
light in his own Salingeresque case against an 
artist named Baxter Orr, whom Fairey is suing 
for Orr's parody of Fairey’s famous image of the 
late professional wrestler Andre the Ciant. Orr 


is rely yn exactly the same fair-use doctrine 
as E Fairey should back off. 


Still, it’s the Boston Police — the recipients 
of several Muzzles over the years — who are 
most deserving of criticism, not only because of 
their peerage but because of the weak- 
ness of their case. After Fairey contended that 
he wasn’t even in Boston on the dates alleged 
in the complaint, prosecutors dropped many of 
the charges against him. 

Fairey’s arrest amounted to harassment, and 
was a self-inflicted blow to a city whose reputa- 
tion is already none too welcoming of artists.

COUNCIL CANDIDATE TRIES 
BAN FLIER 


DORY WAXMAN had a problem. Her opponent for 
an at-large seat on the Portland City Council, 
incumbent Edward Suslovic (like her, a Demo- 
crat), had circulated a campaign flier quoting 
Maine House Speaker Glenn Cummings as 
praising Suslovic’s “visionary” leadership. 

But Waxman knew just what to do. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Suslovic’s 
flier was entirely accurate, Waxman filed a 
complaint with the state ethics commission, 
arguing that the Cummings quote amounted 
to an endorsement by the Speaker. In reality, 
Cummings, also a Democrat, had declined 
to choose between either of his party mates. 
Waxman thus claimed that Suslovic’s flier was 
false, and therefore illegal. 

The commission — formally known as the 
Maine Commission on Governmentai Ethics 
and Election Practices — voted unanimously in 
Suslovic’s favor. But the case was annoying 
distraction, created by Waxman’s embrace of a 
law aimed stifling free speech. 

This isn’t the first time Maine's election laws 
have been the subject of a Muzzle Award. In 2007, 
whacked the ethics commission for ruling 
that a Republican candidate for the state legisla- 
ture, Cape Elizabeth resident Michael Mowles, 
had violated the law by recycling two-year-old 
endorsements (clearly labeled as such) from 
Maine’s Republican senators, Olympia Snowe 
and Susan Collins. The ethics commission fined 
and publicized its findings just before 
the primary election, which may have contrib- 
uted to his loss to a fellow Republican. 

Mowles had actually requested at least a 
- en fine so he'd have standing to sue. And 

ith the help of the Maine Civil Liberties Union, 
he ceeded in persuading Maine’s Supreme 
Judicial Court to overturn the law. “American his- 
tory cautions against governmental regulation 
of political speech,” Chief Justice Leigh Saufley 
wrote in her decision last October. “Absent that 
caution, in the guise of the most benevolent pur- 
poses, incumbent government could restrict

MUZZLE AWARDS: 
COLLEGIATE DIVISION

0) In a 1957 Supreme Court deci- 
sion upholding the free-speech 
rights of university professors (Sweezy 
v. New Hampshire), Justice Felix Frank- 
furter quoted prominent South 
African scholars on the importance 
of academic freedom. At the time, 
these professors were resisting their 
government's proposal to segregate 
students based race: “It the 
business of a university to provide 
that atmosphere which is most con- 
ducive to speculation, experiment, 
and creation.” 

Too bad contemporary American 
college administrators and faculty 
don’t demonstrate as much support 
for free-speech rights in academia 
as did Apartheid-era Afrikaner 
professors. Perhaps a different defi- 
nition of the “business of a univer- 
sity” is now the norm. As our New 
England-campus Muzzle muckrak- 
ing shows, “speculation, experi- 
ment, and creation” couldn't possi- 
bly be the goal for administrators at 
these colleges and universities. 


MARK-OFF THE 
NEWSSTANDS 

In April, 23-year-old Boston Universi- 
ty med student Philip Markoff — the 
so-called Craigslist Killer — made 
national headlines. The good folks 
at the BU admissions office were 
hoping prospective students would 
somehow not affiliate the alleged 
murderer with quotidian Terrier life. 
To that end, as the story unfolded, 
issues of the student-edited Daily Free 
Press — usually given prominence in 
the school’s reception center — went 
mysteriously missing. An anony- 
mous admissions-office employee 
told the Daily Free Press that the papers 
were purposely hidden “because of 
their content, which would reflect 
negatively on the school.” Right. And 
suppressing the student voice looks 
great to prospective students. 


SHOOTING THE MESSENGER 
After MIT police officer Joseph 
D’Amelio was apprehended with 
more than 800 tablets containing the 
painkiller oxycodone, the Tech, MIT’s 
student newspaper, naturally covered 
the drug-trafficking That didn’t 
go over well with some other MIT 

boys in blue. On March 17, two of- 
ficer colleagues of D’Amelio dumped 
400 copies of the Tech into recycling 
bins (in 2009, at least we have envi- 
ronmentally conscious censors). In 
the school’s defense, both officers 
were suspended without pay the next 
day, and MIT Police fired one of the 
officers in early April. Kudos to the 
scientists for protecting free speech 
against overbearing Campus cops. 


NOT-SO-QUIET QUINNIPIAC 
The most theatrical student-newspaper- 
battle award goes, without a doubt, to 
Quinnipiac University in Connecticut. 
2007, administrators imposed 


policy the official student newspa- 
per, the Quinnipiac Chronicle, to not pub- 
lish online material before the print edi- 
tion. QU President John Lahey defended 
the prior review by reasoning that he 
wanted to read campus news “before the 
external world hears about it.” After oth- 
er editorial-control dust-ups — such as 
administrators’ insistence on choosing 
the Chronicle’s editorial staff — student- 
editors defected to the independent, 
online-only Quad News. How did QU 
Teact to its students’ creative venture? 

A gag order was imposed on adminis- 
trators, coaches, and athletes, barring 
them from speaking with the Quad 

News (administrators excused this as 

a routine “media requests” clearance 
policy). The crackdown went further: in 
September 2008, threatened ban 
from campus the Society of Professional 
Journalists (SPJ), a media-advocacy or- 
ganization with more than 200 student 
chapters, because supposed “interac- 
tions and endorsements” with the Quad 
News. Administrators finally backed off 
their SPJ threat in October 2008, but not 
before incurred the wrath the New 
YorkTimes’ editorial board, which wrote, 
encouraging the students 
for their remarkable initiative, the 
school tried retaliate against them 
for resisting its control and not toeing 
the line.” Ironically, QU campus news 
had suddenly become editorial fodder 
for the “external world,” which remains 
stubbornly resistant to being fooled by 
campus totalitarians. 


OFF THE AYER 

Boston College students invited Bill 
Ayers, a former ’60s Weather Under- 
ground activist, now education pro- 
fessor, for a campus lecture in March. 
At first, administrators approved. But 
shortly after word of Ayers’s appear- 
ance escaped the quiet Chestnut Hill 


campus via conservative talk radio, 
school officials canceled the event. A 
BC spokesman claimed that “an emo- 
tionally charged protest from the com- 
munity” gave reason fear for their 
oh-so-vulnerable undergrads’ safety. 
This fuzzy rationale was tested when 
students proposed a satellite telecast 
of the lecture to the campus. Again, 
the administration balked. It wasn’t 
until a WVBC student-radio program 
hosted Ayers nearly a month later that 
students were able to hear his “radical” 
ideas like providing up-to-date text- 
books for inner-city schools. Frustrated 
student organizers, such as the then- 
vice-president of the BC Democrats 
Melissa Roberts, told the Phoenix: “This 
became bigger than Bill Ayers. This 
became about academic freedom at BC 
and whether it extends to students.” 
The answer, BC officials showed, was 
an unmistakable “no.” ©

“So I guess 
it’s official.” 

The coup de grace of the prank was to ring 
Buckingham Palace deliver the news. 

On the phone, Her Majesty's spokesman 

threatened Hargrave with arrest should 

he “set foot in England” calling him- 
self Sir John.) 

For years, Hargrave has fixed 
his impish sights on powerful 
prey. In addition to the Royals, 
has also targeted Walmart, 


the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, 
Starbucks, and the US Senate. His latest 
project is trying to pass off that rebellious 
spirit to a new generation: children. 

Though his new book — a guide to 
pranking and practical jokes for kids called 
Mischief Maker's Manual (Crosset & Dunlap, 
out last month) — is aimed at an adoles- 
cent audience, Hargrave hasn't lost his 
subversive edge. His advice to a youngster 
whose pranking mission is compromised 
is not to own up and apologize. Instead, 
‘Just run like the wind. Most adults are 
fat and sluggish, since they live on a diet 
of McDonald's and gravy.” 

Hargrave says that just because the 
tome for tots doesn’t mean altered 
his writing style significantly. “Obviously 
you can’t use swearing,” he says, “and you 
have simplify some the words. Other 
than that, I really wrote like I normally 
write. Some of the jokes mighit go over 
kids’ heads. But I think that’s the fun of 
reading it as an adult.” 

The book may have some appeal to 
grown-ups, but it’s the 10 year old who 
will appreciate Mischief Maker’s combination 
of Mission: Impossible-inspired secret-agent 
speak and Roald Dahl-esque black humor. 


THANKS FOR SHOPPING 
WITH US, ZEUS 
Hargrave’s pranking career took flight in 
the 90s, after he moved to Boston to at- 
tend the Berklee College of Music. Here 
launched, with help from long-time 
friend Jay Stevens, two Web project: the 
user-generated, “real-life” comedy site 
zug.com (in 1995), and the groundbreak- 
ing online show Computer Stew (1999). The 
latter (best-known for its lo-fi produc- 
tion values and recurring characters, 
like Whizzo, the helpful robot from the 
future) ran for five seasons before its de- 
mise; Hargrave and wife Jade (who does 
administrative work for the site) still op- 
erate the former. 
Zug.com originally began as a Web 
zine where Hargrave and friends 
posted myriad gags and acts of 
sabotage. One of these, the 2001 
“Credit Card Prank,” put the site 
the map when was viewed 
hundreds of thousands of times. 
“The idea was that nobody 
checks your credit-card signatures,” 
explains Hargrave, who has been 
working on the Web site full-time 
: since leaving a corporate job 
in February. “They're always. 
asking you sign, but one 
actually looks at it.” 
To test his theory, he began 
all sorts ridiculous 
things on receipts, including a grid, 
a stick figure in a landscape, “Zeus,” 
and “Mariah Carey.” Nobody said any- 
thing about these bogus signatures. 
Nor did anyone take him to task even 
when he signed “I stole this card.” 
“It’s not that the idea itself is really 
that original,” explains Stevens. “How 
many times have people said, ‘I could 
probably just write anything I want 
down there’? The difference is, every- 
body says it — John does it.” 


PRINCE FOR DAY 
Hargrave’s most ambitious stunt took 
place two years ago at the rain-soaked 2007 
Super Bowl between the Indianapolis Colts 
and the Chicago Bears. It was early Febru- 
ary, a few days after Boston’s Mooninite 
bomb scare made national news. Hargrave 
s he and five pther pranksters snuck 
ft-drink delivery van — containing 2350 
up devices they intended to hand out 


to be a statement about homeland secu- 
rity: “We do a lot of pranks about security. 
like that credit-card thing. All 
these things are sort of devices we use to 
make us feel safe. But they don’t really 
make us significantly safer. We all buy 
into this collective reality that, like, ‘Oh, 
we're safe now because we've got people 
guarding the Super Bowl,’ but we’re not.” 

Come game day, the crew passed out 
the light-up necklaces to gamegoers, who 
were instructed to put them on during 
halftime so as to spell out PRINCE. 

Things get a little hazy from there. 
The rainy conditions ended up obscur- 
ing the message, Hargrave says, which 
was actually zuc.com. After footage of the 
stunt and a write-up were posted to that 
site, some critics called bullshit, saying it 
was all made up after the fact to dupe the 
media. 

okay with that. After all, 
duping is what he does best. “It’s not that 
I have a problem with authority,” he wrote 
in his 2007 book Prank the Monkey, “it’s that 
I have a problem with senseless authority.” 

fact, the only thing Hargrave seems 
have contempt for more than senseless 
authority crappy prank. loathes, for 
example, Ashton Kutcher-style shenani- 
gans, which he thinks “lowers the art form.” 

“Kutcher’s idea of a clever prank is to 
find the car of an obscure rap star, run it 
over with a monster truck, then watch his 
reaction,” declares Hargrave in Prank the 
Monkey. A truly inspired prank, he believes, 
one that tailor-made for its target and 
makes some kind of larger point. 

With Walmart, Hargrave honed 
that store’s penchant for censor- 
ship. Forging the store’s barcode using 
Photoshop, he attached fake tags to a box 
full of items the megachain refused to 
sell at the time — a George Carlin book, a 
Sheryl Crow CD, etc. — and brought them 
to his local branch. Once inside, he began 
peppering his items throughout. The shin- 
ing moment came later when he actually 
got counterwoman sell him his own 
planted copy of the porn mag Big Black Butts. 

“As humans we're very locked into our 
reality and how we think the world is,” 
says Hargrave. “What we do is show peo- 
ple how to disrupt that reality. We cause 
a break in that by doing something that’s 
funny and unexpected and unusual. 

“Hopefully it makes everybody laugh 
at the end of the day. And if it doesn’t, if 
they’re the victim of a prank, hopefully at 
least it makes everybody else laugh.” ©

FAMED BOSTON CHEF MOVES THE

THREEWAY OF LOVE Desserts here are almost too pretty to eat, such as the 
Chocolate Trilogy, featuring gelato, chocolate cake, and brilliant truffle. 


I've had my eye on Spiga for a while — 
even though it is hard to keep an 
eye on a place tucked into a back street. 
The eminent chef Marissa locco (Galleria 
Italiana, La Bettola, Bricco, Umbria, Mare) 
had been reported consulting there for 
more than a year before the announce- 
ment in April that she would take over for 
a grand reopening. When a name chef 
moves out to the suburbs, it usually looks 
like a retirement plan. Certainly most don’t 
roll out their avant-garde stuff outside city 
limits (too bad — that means no swordfish 
pastrami 4 la Mare). And yet, just as it’s 
fascinating to see how an experi- 
mental musician like Ran Blake 
takes apart an Ellington tune, 


peppers, and a frisee salad. 

The most satisfying pick was an in- 
salata of baby greens ($9), a pretty typi- 
cal mix made extraordinary with a few 
candied hazelnuts, a dusting of pecorino 
cheese, and just the right dressing. The 
weak sister was flan of Parmigianino 
Reggiano ($12), an over-baked cheese puff 
with a nice salad, a kind of celery-onion 
pickle, and another frisee salad. 

Pasta is locco’s métier — one of her ear- 
ly protégés was Barbara Lynch — and the 
ubiquitous pappardelle with Bolognese ra- 
gu ($17) showcases it at its best. The meat 
sauce is as complex as sausage 
and the wide ribbons of pasta 
have the perfect balance of melt

That’s not to say locco has 
abandoned her insistence on making all 
breads, pastas, and desserts in house. The 
offerings in the first column are either flat 
and foccacia-like or crusty with a soft white 
crumb. They go right into a dip of white- 
bean purée, roasted garlic, and olive oil, but 
some should be saved for sauces. 

The menu is divided into more courses 
than Americans are used to, with the pasta 
“primi” potentially doubling as appetiz- 
ers for hearty eaters, or as small plates for 
grazers. Appetizers proper include a house 
pizzetta ($9). Our night it was made with 
crisped prosciutto and fresh ricotta cheese, 
so much of the former that it resembled 
delectable lean-bacon sandwiches. A stew 
of vegetables “caponata style” ($9) worked 
better as a side dish, since the vegeta- 
bles — which will improve as the farmer's 
markets swing into action — weren't suffi- 
ciently stewed to make a coherent capona- 
ta. Sea scallops ($12) ran small our night, 
but the skewer had all the real flavor, with 
a sweet condiment of garlic, roasted bell 


the season’s first shredded basil. 

Lobster agnolotti ($18) were actu- 
ally square ravioli our night — no harm 
done to the stuffing, or the thrilling sauce 
of tomato, béchamel, sweet tiny shrimp, 
micro greens, and crabmeat. 

“Secondi” are the most conventional 
courses at Spiga, including a special on 
baked lobster ($42) distinguished only by 
the excellent stuffing of crabmeat and 
shrimp. Bistecca of swordfish ($22) gives 
you a terrific piece with a bone “handle,” 
so that it looks a little like a rib steak. It’s 
served with a bean, onion, and tomato 
salad and a bow! of fish broth wonderfully 
infused with rosemary. 

“Seven Spices Chicken” ($19) is semi- 
boned, so the white meat got a bit dried 
out in the oven, but the dark meat was 
fabulous with very good seasoning (what- 
ever those seven spices are). A Meyer-lemon 
sauce and smashed yellow potatoes round 
out the dish — yum. The other mashed po- 
tato item is a side dish of “Parmigiano Oreo 
Cookie” ($4.50): whipped potatoes between. 
paper-thin cheese crisps. (Actually, it’s not 


much like an Oreo at all.) 

Cotoletta Milanese ($24) sounds like a 
veal cutlet, but mine was a dark-meat veal 
chop, vivid with a bread-crumb crust and 
a crunchy salad of endive, baby spinach, 
and potato chips. Unfortunately, the chips 
were thin and limp. I think they were origi- 
nally crisp and intended as a topping, and 
perhaps were accidentally buried. The only 
pedestrian entrée was herbed salmon ($21), 
a decent chunk of fish with julliened zuc- 
chini pretending to be noodles and bready, 
pointless semolina croutons. 

The wine list is all-Italian and full of 
interesting things. My personal favorite 
was a glass of 2005 Sella e Mosca cannonau 
from Sardinia ($9/ glass; $30/bottle). There 
is some dispute over whether this grape is 
the same as Crenache. If so, it makes an 
unusually spicy, floral wine — more like a 
malbec in Sardinia. My pick of the whites, 
also from the great 2005 vintage, was the 
Riccardo Falchini vernaccia di San Gimi- 
gnano ($8; $35), a Tuscan white with the 
crisp structure of an Alsatian pinot blanc. 

Desserts are almost too pretty to eat, 
until you taste them. Iocco’s signature is 
a bread pudding ($7) that is smooth and 
eggy with a caramel sauce. I think she 
ought to sign the chocolate trilogy ($8.50), 
as well. It’s superb gelato, supreme mol- 
ten chocolate cake, and a simply brilliant 
truffle of chocolate and hazelnut that pas- 
tiches the popular Perugina Baci candy. A 
long biscuit finger bridges the wide plate. 
A featured panna-cotta duo ($12.50) had 
a lot of flavors: an acidic citrus sauce on 
a peach pudding and chocolate sauce on 
an orange one. Cheesecake Italiano ($8) is 
ricotta based, topped with sweet cherries 
and sauce. Even the tiramisu ($7) is spe- 
cial, layered neatly in the bowl and lean- 
ing on the chocolate side of the spectrum. 

The room is a triplex space with ragged 
yellow walls, the usual terrace indoors 
conceit, a semi-open kitchen, pop singing 
in Italian, and surprisingly reasonable 
noise for all that. Without reviews, the 
place was packed of a Friday night on loc- 
co’s reputation, and I think most of those 
people will be back. The way to economize 
is for two people to split an item in each of 
the four courses, as we often did in Italy. 
But with mashed potatoes and simple- 
looking entrées, you can also go with your 
Tich uncle from Kansas. ©

this one: finding good, inexpensive chow in culinary dead zones at odd hours of the day? (And no, that Yelp app doesn’t do 
it, either.) One such difficult neighborhood is the Theatre District late at night, which on weekends attracts thrones of young 


habitués of its cluster of nig 


ghtclubs. The options for a quick late-night bite are pretty grim, but got better not too long ago 
with the addition Taqueria, 16-seat storefront that slings 
Mexican food, mostly tacos and burritos, until 1 am 
The true test of any taqueria is its protein fillings: here, the options 
are shrimp, carnitas, chicken, steak, and beans/rice. Portions are very 
good: each shrimp taco ($2.75/one; $7/three) features four medium-size 
shrimp, enough for some in each bite, properly built on two soft-corn 
tortillas. The other taco fillings are similarly strong (and all priced 
$2.25 and $6.25). Carnitas is the standout: deeply flavored, long-braised 
pork shoulder falling to tender shreds. Steak is chewy and salty, very 


nice. Chunks of chicken breast are the most generously laid-on, and 
o%, _ boast the strongest admixture of herbs, mostly oregano. The toppings 
4g 5 a, te, = of pico de gallo,-mild jack cheese, sour cream, and a jolt of green-chili 


hot sauce strike me as perfectly balanced, not too messy, making the 
optional add-on of passable guacamole (75 cents) superfluous 

These same fillings can be padded out in a burrito with rice and 
black beans in a flour tortilla in two sizes: grande ($5.50-$7/12 inch) 


or tradicional ($4-$5.50/10 inch). Quesadillas ($4.50-$6.75) press 
them flat in a flour tortilla with a lot of cheese, grilled to a gooey 
melt. Salads ($5-$6.75) underpin them with iceberg lettuce, avocado, 
black beans, and pico Dinner plates ($5.50-$6.50) are the 
naked option: filling, rice, beans, pico.

THE HURT LOCKER

BOSTON COMMON + KENDALL SQUARE 


Now that the troops are pulling out and 
the war no longer haunts the headlines, 
maybe people will want to see a film 
about Iraq — especially since it’s one of 
the best war movies ever made. Kathryn 
Bigelow’s films have ranged from Near 
Dark (1987) to near-disaster, but here, for 
the first time, she forges her mastery of 
detail, composition, pacing, psychologi- 
cal insight, and perverse beauty into a 
masterpiece. 

It begins with a bang — maybe the 
most beautiful explosion in film history, 
the detonation of an IED (improvised ex-

plosive device) the streets Baghdad 
in 2004 at the height of the insurgency. 
In extreme slow motion, the blast waves 
stroke the littered street, shivering rust 
off derelict car. Had Sam Peckinpah 
been into explosions,-he couldn't have 
done better. But this would have been 
just flash the pan Bigelow had 

not already created the world in which it 
takes place. 

That starts with the location — not 
Baghdad, but the slums and the desert 
outside Amman, Jordan, which Bigelow 
and cinematographer Barry Ackroyd have 
rendered in point-of-view shots that 
make you want to wipe the sweat and grit 
from your eyes. They capture the heat, 
the light, and the dust, the dun-colored 
streets strewn with rubble and trash that 
might conceal a booby trap, and the bul- 
let-pocked buildings from which stare the 
unfriendly faces of persons who could eas- 
ily be holding a detonator. Bigelow and 
Ackroyd transform this into her urban 
version of Monument Valley.

BIGELOW PUTS THE ART INTO ACTION 


Bigelow has been putting art into 
action films — or is it action into art films? - 
since she made her first student short, “The Set-Up’ 
(1978). Although this one doesn't screen in “Kathryn 
Bigelow — Filmmaking at the Dark Edge of Exhilara- 
tion,” the current retrospective of her work at the 
Harvard Film Archive, a verbal description will give 
you the general idea. Two guys beat the crap out of 
each other whilewoiceover narrators read texts on 
critical theory. 

Bigelow’s first feature, The Loveless (1982), com- 
bined art and action with a bit more subtlety. Co- 
directed by Eric Red, it featured Willem Dafoe in his 
first film role as a mopy biker passing through a ‘50s 
hick town. With its lingering close-ups of Harleys 
and leather and its meandering narrative, it plays 
like The Wild One directed by Kenneth Anger. 

Neither film could have prepared you for the 
originality and genius of NEAR DARK (1987; july 10 
@7 pm), which, until The Hurt Locker, was Bigelow’s 
best film. With limpid grace she fuses at least three 
genres — the vampire movie, the Western, and the 
teenage melodrama — into a haunting, visually 
sublime and brutally shocking poem about America 
A teenage cowpoke gets friendly with a sad blonde 
stranger; next morning, he’s stumbling through a 
field, his skin on fire. He’s been “turned,” and the 
girl's “family” of revenants — who ride by night in a 
blacked-out Winnebago and who last changed their 
clothes around the time of Jesse James — reluctantly 
adopt him. Can he abandon his human family for 
eternal life with his beloved? A grotesque but ex-

hilarating massacre in a roadhouse shows what's in 
store for him if he does 

The fetishism celebrated in The Loveless turns 
up again in BLUE STEEL (19839; July 10 @ 9 pm) 
with the opening credits, a montage of the cam- 
era stroking a 44 magnum in extreme close-up 
Instead of Clint Eastwood as Dirty Harry, we have 
jamie Lee Curtis as rookie officer Megan Hunt 
who on her first day with the NYPD blows away 
an armed robber. A stock trader (Ron Silver) who 
witnesses the shooting swipes the perp’s handgun 
and, obsessed by Hunt and delighted with his new 
found phallic symbol, goes off on a killing spree 
Ridiculous, but no matter — Bigelow and Curtis cre- 


ated a feminist action hero clad 
in blue, strapped into leather, and 
packing heat. Oh, and wearing 
Keds high-tops 

Neither is narrative credibility 
an issue in POINT BREAK (199) 
July 1! @ 7 pm), Bigelow's biggest 
commercial hit, in which she fur- 
ther explores her theme of the bad 
and the good in the macho nature 
For neophyte FBi agent Johnny 
Utah (Keanu Reeves), that would 
be Bodhi, the leader of a Zen-like 
bank-robbing crew, and Pappas 
(Gary Busey), Johnny's mentor in 
the agency. Most, though, will re- 
member the film for its surfing, its 
skydiving, and its shoot-outs 

After her biggest hit came her biggest bomb 
the unfairly maligned STRANGE DAYS (1995; July 
12 @7 pm). Hugely ambitious with its elements 
of Apocalypse (remember Y2K?) and racial strife 
(remember the Rodney King riots?), it had as its 
most lasting inspiration a system of recording 
and replaying individual experience called SQUID 
(Superconducting Quantum Interference Device). In 
Strange Days, these ultimate slices of life tap into a 
murderous narcissism reminiscent of Michael Pow- 
ell's Peeping Tor (1960) — which also was received 
with general disdain. But unlike Powell, Bigelow 
has come back

something from 2001, to go mano a mano 
with what might be a stray wire or the 
fuse to a blockbusting IED. 

This takes a lot of nerve, a steady 
hand, and a bit of madness, all quali- 
ties of Sergeant William James. Played 
in a career-making performance by Jer- 
emy Renner, James, like his namesake, 
is pragmatic and philosophical anda 
fan of religious experiences — namely, 
the rush one gets from solving a lethal 
puzzle seconds before being obliterated. 
Renner makes his character seem utterly 
reassuring in his competence and totally 
unreliable in his recklessness. These 
qualities elicit an ambivalent response 
from the other members of his team, 
the stoic Sanborn (Anthony Mackie) and 
the rookie Eldridge (Brian Geraghty). 
They can’t decide whether to frag him or 
fall on their knees. 

Mostly, though, Sanborn and Eldridge 
look forward the end their tour 
duty. This countdown — which we see in 
periodic titles — mirrors the shorter ones 
James must beat in teasing out the secret 
of each bomb he encounters. As detailed 
in the script by Mark Boal, who served as 
an embedded journalist with one such 
unit, the defusing process unfolds with 
excruciating authenticity, and together 
with the bluntly fatalistic dialogue, 
these sequences pulse with almost fe- 
tishistic fascination as well as with gut- 
wrenching suspense. 

And what of the Iraqis? Is the war just 
a playground for thrill-seeking soldiers 
and filmmakers? James’s sangfroid falters 
only when he gets emotionally involved 
and is drawn beyond the 300-meter pe- 
rimeter to seek out the bad guys. But Big- 
elow is more than equal to the task, and 
with subtlety and detachment she, ina 
few harrowing and poetic scenes, evokes 
all the tragedy and absurdity the war. 
The Hurt Locker is the first genuine work of 
art to emerge from the Iraq debacle. ©

Call fanboyism, call Pavlovian 
response, call it what you want — 
Ghostbusters: The Video Game made me smile. 
And why not? The 1984 movie is a cultural 
touchstone for anyone born in the ’70s 
and "80s. The video game is not shy about 
exploiting our affection. The iconic logo, 
Ray Parker Jr.’s unforgettable theme song, 
and the Stay Puft Marshmallow Man all 
make an appearance. 

Movie games always have the poten- 
tial for disaster. Still, a Ghostbusters game 
couldn’t have been any more of a lifeless 
cash-in than Ghostbusters 2. The credits 
tout the script as being “written by Dan 
Aykroyd and Harold Ramis”; in fact, as 
Aykroyd has admitted to the New York 
Times, and Ramis merely polished the 
existing draft.

Gonzalez’'s breakout show was “Chin- 
gasos” at East Boston’s New England 
Gallery of Latin American Art last spring. 
He’s a member of the Miracle 5 collective, 
and his previous work riffed goofily on 
superheroes and monetary currency, but 
it felt corny and stunted in the way that 
superhero stuff often is. His jam-packed 
East Boston show played on boxing and 
his Mexican-American ancestry. He 
created the story of a boxer as a way of 
showing how people reinvent themselves 
when they come the United States. 
The subject gave his art more emotional ~ 
heft and focused his skills, with the en- 
ergy of the early work now pgured into a 
folksy blend bright cartoons and street 
graphics. His four pieces here build on 
that breakthrough; even more 
substantial and assured. 

After his immigration fantasy, he tells 
me, “I started thinking of people who 
were already here and had labels put 
them.” A year ago, he began to do draw- 


ing-paintings with buffaloes and cartoon 
Indians inspired by the Indian caricatures 
in Disney's 1953 animation Peter Pan and 
touching on their casual racism. The series 
rounds up his concerns (the Americas, 
race, pop culture, insiders, outsiders) in 
an epic subject that finally seems suited to 
the scale of his ambition. 

One the four drawing-paintings 
here has six cartoon Indian heads where 
a buffalo’s face would be. Another shows 
the head of a buffalo that’s wearing a 
crown of thorns, dripping blood, and 
breathing out a cartoon cloud. Gonzalez 
will stain his paper with tea or cof- 
fee, then go to work with pencil, spray 
paint, gouache, acrylic, and crayons. The 
staining plus his preference for 
brown, orange, red, and ocher gives the 
art an aged look. He mixes the fine pen- 
work of i9th-century illustration with 
the wide, flowing outlines of zoth-cen- 
tury cartoons. In that buffalo head, note 
how sensitively, how tenderly, he draws 
the fur and the sad, defiant eyes. 

Other artists to seek out at Tufts in- 
clude Marilyn Ranker, who fashions 


sturdy wood-and-rope abstractions with 

maritime vibe, and Catalina Viejo 
de Roda, who makes bright abstractions 
from little paper rectangles collaged on 
lined paper, like cute letters by Agnes Mar- 
tin. Judith G. Klausner’s sculpture Triumph 
is a lightbulb with a moth inside, as if it 
had finally reached its goal. Xiaowei Chen 
makes intense, dense, surreal pen draw- 
ings like Witness, a tour de force panorama of 
brains, mountains, waterfalls, and clouds. 
The brand goth Klausner and Chen es- 
pouse feels somewhat generic, but there’s 
promise here. Jeffrey Ellse impresses with 
his super-realist painting Basement in Med- 
ford, which comes complete with washer, 
drier, unused stereo speakers, and air con- 
ditioner in a dim gray room. He has chops, 
but he could use some of the looseness and 
the flow of Old Master painting.

Opéra general director Gérard Mortier (who 
has produced impressive list modern 
works) but not of the audience. He was vo- 
ciferously booed at the curtain call. Yet the 
dream-like swimming-pool set and endless 
mirrors seemed to fit the “irreality” of the 
libretto, and the performances were so in- 
tense that, despite the foolishness, one left 
having gone through a powerful if bewilder- 
ing experience. No nudity, which was odd in 
an opera notorious for it. 

Most responsible for the power were the 
other two main singers. Polish baritone 
Mariusz the mesmerizing, 
and intelligent, Don Giovanni when James 
Levine conducted Mozart’s opera Tangle- 
wood — has a magnificent, richly colored 
voice that sailed over the acoustical hollow- 
ness of the Bastille. He’s the rare singer who 
gets under the skin of his characters. (In 
the Met's Lucia di Lammermoor, he was more 
believable and complex as the villainous En- 
rico than Anna Netrebko was as Lucia.) Up 
there with him was Ukrainian soprano Olga 
Pasichnyk, also an intelligent actor (in a role 
that requires the defiance intelligence), 
and with a rich timbral spectrum, which 
she lavished on some of the most memora- 
bly melodic music in the opera. The all-im- 
portant chorus (there’s little actual action 


in Krél Roger, it has often been regarded as 

a semi-oratorio) and throbbing orchestra, 
under the expert baton of Kazushi Ono, the 
Tokyo-born music director the Opéra 
Lyon, contributed immeasurably to this un- 
forgettable production. 

The other big opera event Paris was 
the 18th-century opera seria Demofoonte, by the 
all-but-forgotten Neapolitan composer Nic- 
colé Jommelli, whose music is a kind of cross 
between Gluck and Cherubini, with hints of 
Haydn and Mozart. The libretto by Pietro Me- 
tastasio was so famous, more than 70 com- 
posers, Gluck among them, set it. Riccardo 
Muti, at age 67, was making his long overdue 
Paris Opéra debut, leading the Orchestra 
Giovanile Luigi Cherubini (this was co-pro- 
duction with Salzburg and Ravenna), and 
even with his lively tempos and his choice of 
Jommelli’s fourth version, which leaves out 
a number of arias, the performance lasted 
220 minutes (as opposed to the 90-minute 
intermissionless Szymanowski). There’s a 
great deal impressive music, mostly for the 
orchestra rather than the singers, though the 
most dramatic arias are quite effective.

King De- 
mofoonte (father of either a son or a daugh- 
ter), Russian tenor Dmitry Korchak missed 
a high note at the end of his first otherwise 
well-sung 12-minute aria and got booed; in 
the next act he was cheered. Paris audiences 
are very discriminating. The other roles 
which include two brothers) were all sung 
by sopranos and countertenors. I especially 
liked José Maria Lo Monaco, Maria Crazia 
Schiavo, and the adorable Eleanora Buratto. 

The old Opéra Garnier, with its warm 
acoustics and plush, though narrow, seats, 
is a more pleasurable place to watch a pro- 
duction than the Bastille. And Cesare Lievi’s 
unit set was one of the best I’ve ever seen: 
white classical columns and arches — but 
none of them vertical. Some were on the 
floor, some were on the ceiling, and even the 
ones on the walls were horizontal. This was 
a world gone askew, and the set beautifully 
embodied that weltanschauung. But through 
large windows, you could see green trees 
and a radiant full moon — the possibilities 
for peace and beauty. 

Back at the Bastille, there was a concert 
featuring 29-year-old Cornelius Meister (mu- 
sic director of the Heidelberg Philharmonic) 
leading Frédéric Laroque, concertmaster 
the Paris Opéra Orchestra, in the Beethoven 
Violin Concerto (pedestrian, uneventful 
what is it about concertmasters playing con- 
certos?) and Dawn Upshaw the Paris pre- 
miere of the much-admired Finnish composer 
Kaija Saariaho’s La passion de Simone, a 75-min- 
ute oratorio in “15 stations” (as in “stations 
of the cross”), The libretto by Amin Maalouf 
includes spoken texts Simone Weil about 
her class guilt, her suffering, and her identifi- 
cation with the downtrodden and with Christ 
(she starved herself to death at age 34), plus 
extensive sung commentary by chorus and 
Upshaw, for whom the piece was written. 
Earlier performances had been staged Peter 
Sellars, with Upshaw and a dancer. At the 
Bastille, Upshaw carried her own. 

I've often found Saariaho’s music static, 
and though squirmed the self-righteous 
religiosity here, the music had driving pow- 
‘er and a scintillating sound world (partly 
electronic), the orchestra ranging from 
clanging factory noises exquisite laments 
for solo oboe. was announced that Upshaw 
well and that she might not able 
to finish.

SERVE GOD AND WAL-MART: 
THE MAKING CHRISTIAN 
FREE ENTERPRISE 


Many Americans feel as if they'd been living 
helplessly amid the handiwork of extrater- 
restrials, as if a spaceship had suddenly blown 
in and zapped the landscape with suburban 
sprawl while sucking up middle-class wages 
in exchange for low-paid service work. What’s 
even weirder is that those most hurt by this 
alien dispensation have been the most likely 
to embrace it. How did this happen? 

The reason for our bewilderment, explains 
historian Bethany Moreton in To Serve God and 
Wal-Mart, is that we’re stuck in an old narra- 
tive about the American worker that’s based 
on the experience of the industrial Northeast 
and Midwest. In that story, farmers across the 
Western world went into American factory 
work for a few generations, formed unions, 
then found themselves with low-paying ser- 
vice jobs as industry began outsourcing to the 
South and overseas. 

True enough, but what’s missing here, 
Moreton argues, account the sing-hal- 
lelujah service culture that had been incubat- 
ing in the agricultural communities of the 
Ozarks, where Wal-Mart is headquartered, 
since the ’6os. Here, farm kids never entered 
unionized factory work but went directly into 
the retail-service sector that formed the back- 
bone of the rising Sun Belt economy. At the 
epicenter of that world, shaping its business 
model and cultivating its “corporate populist” 
sensibility every step of the way, stood Sam. 
Walton. When the Berlin Wall came down and 
international markets opened the 
he had an army of well-trained, deeply net- 
worked Christians expand Wal-Mart’s 
service culture and gospel of free enterprise, 

first in Mexico, then . . . well, you know the rest. 
It was “Daddy” Walton’s genius to frame

the big-retail ethic in terms of “family” while 
removing the taint servitude from what 
was, after all, unproductive service labor. He 
had lot work with. The predominantly 
white, small-family farming region of the 
Ozarks had an “unusually flat class struc- 
ture,” and that blurred the line between its 
female customers and its clerks. Walton 
made the cheerful, down-home, everyone- 
pulling-together family-farm values of his 
early frontline retail workers a hallmark of 
his emerging behemoth while earning their 
loyalty through policies, like flexible schedul- 
ing, that respected their “home duties.” 

Meanwhile, Wal-Mart preserved male 
authority in its management structure — 
and drove the poor sons of bitches hard — but 
with a twist. As the company gained traction 
in the mid '7os, the conservative Christian 
movement taking shape throughout the 
heartland shifted toward an ethic of “servant 
leadership” that not only rendered masculin- 
ity compatible with service work but sacral- 
ized fatherhood and reinvested men in the 
domestic sphere during a time of rising di- 
vorce rates. The reproductive politics so puz- 
zling to liberals is grounded in the theolog 
of the “servant heart” to which both men and 
women in Wal-Mart World aspire — at home, 
at church, and at work. 

Although Moreton’s argument about 
gender is central and accounts brilliantly (if 
at times at a stretch) for the political phe- 
nomenon of the Sarah Palin-lovin’ Wal-Mart 
Mom, her book is primarily an economic and 
business history. Walton was an extraordi- 
nary innovator who not only worked sympa- 
thetically with the culture at hand but led the 
way computer technology, logistics, and 
the integration of “academic” resources with 
industry’s vocational needs. To understand 
the lingua franca of today’s workplace — 
with its talk of networking, entrepreneurial- 
ism, leadership, community service, and, 
above all, PR and communications — this 
book is indispensable reading. After all, we 
all live in Wal-Mart World now. ©

At home this morning — my feet 
hoisted awkwardly up on an ottoman 

because I threw my back out moving stuff 
yesterday — I consider my age. Thirty-three 
is an odd, in-betweener year, a bummer that 
smarts all the more because it doesn’t really 
warrant much complaining. It marks a clean 
“just-getting-started” third if you buy into 
the idea that everyone gets about a century 
of battery power to work with. But by this 
math, everything one does or experiences 
between the ages of 1 and 32 belongs within 
the same set. That is, the perfect time 
doubt your taste in just about everything. 

Nhen | hurried into a large tent to catch 
Micachu (a/k/a Mica Levi) and the Shapes at 
SxSW this past March, my back was, once 
again, killing me. Burnt pink, saddled with 
a heavy bag, and with both shoulders spark- 
ing from extended juggling of Shiner cans 
and Flipcams, I was in shit shape. This would 
the point where the writer’s 
woes get turned around by the subject’s mu- 
sic. Like, one of Micachu’s songs shakes the 
very pain away and I take a fearless critical 
Nestea plunge into the refreshing pool (or 
beverage, or whatever) of the music. 

Far from it. Her songs were tough to dance 
to (“a clawing atonal clamber,” | blogged that 
night) and tougher to make out, and their 
porous surfaces made them seem cobbled 
from gaps as from ideas. They also sounded 
aimed squarely at the faces of an age bracket 
of attention spans to which I hadn't belonged 
in some time. There weren’t A-parts and 
B-parts — they hyperactively hopped whole 
alphabets. Keyboardist Raisa Khan’s messy 
electronic giblets bruised under the thunky 
percussive run-ons of drummer Marc Pell 
while Mica scoured her nails across a sav- 
agely modified half-sized acoustic guitar. Her 
vocal lines flitted across the music like tip- 
toes touching hot coals. She was incidental, 
non-committal, given to fits of frightened 
falsettos before flattening back into nervous 


banter, her absurdity often lent austerity by 
her sturdy London accent. 
But after a few songs of what I had 
already begun summing up in my head 
as something for the kids, Levi's love of 
melody started hooking me. There’s a pop 
case to be made for her messes, especially 
on Jewellery, her debut for producer Matthew 
Herbert’s Accidental label. The scrappy tex- 
tures of “Golden Phone” are no match for 
its charming harmonies. The unruly “Eat 
Your Heart” makes its own catchy sense by 
portioning off large chunks atonal unrest 
into what feels like a punk refrain. “Wrong” 
gathers a metallic clatter into spiky, stut- 
tering avant-pop the idiosyncratic likes of 
which haven't been around since Solex. She 
draws as much from Herbert’s audiophilic 
arsenal of everyday sounds as from Harry 
Partch’s homespun microtonal explora- 
tions — and sometimes, as with the wheezy 
Hoover featured on “Turn Me Well,” she 
finds a little of each in the same moment. 
Given how rich her music is, it’s a fair deal 
that she accommodates the limited atten- 
tions of her peers (she’s 21) as she rewards 
the more doting spans of her watchers. 
When I spoke with her by phone to brush 
for this, both sounded like hell. 
her way from Paris (gig at Social) to London 
(home) before she heads back to Denmark 
(for Roskilde Fest) and then to the States (for 
her Great Scott show next Thursday), she 
felt “completely manic,” suddenly touring 
the world, composing commissions for the 
London Philharmonic, giving interviews 
in speeding cars — but she also sounded 
energized, spirited, entirely up for it. More 
power to you, Ms. Levi; long may your 
wrong songs ring in our ears. My back hurts 
just thinking about it. ©

KING SUNNY ADE STILL BRINGS THE BEATS

King Sunny Adé’s music bubbly 

a tonic — a percolating, pop-infused 
update of the traditional Yoruba sound. “My 
songs are made to lift worries, so people can 
be happy and dance their troubles away,” de- 
clares the 62-year-old Nigerian world-music 
star, as he prepares to come to the Museum 
of Fine Arts this Wednesday. 

t would be too pat an explanation 

of Adé's art if his compositions weren't so 
irrepressibly gleeful. His guitar pecks out 
htly melodies all over his just-reissued 
n Degrees North (Mesa), which had been 
vailable in the US since shortly after 
2000 release because of a distribution 
glitch. And the disc includes such breezy ti- 
ppreciation” and “Congratulations 
/),” celebrations of the joys 
e, nature, and both the Divine and the 
spirit, sung in a lush choral style. 
As his tour bus rolls between dates in 
sota and Illinois, Adé, whose given 
e is Sunday Adeniyi, ruminates over 
the ph yn the differences between the 
pbeat music he plays called juju — a Ni- 
gerian word for magic — and the Afrobeat 
of the late Fela Kuti, his nation’s other 
leading musical exponent. “Fela’s music 
was darker and more influenced by Amer- 
ica — James Brown — and he sang about 
politics. My music is more traditional, and 
purely a celebration.” 


Indeed, what Adé and 
his group the African Beats 
offer is a plugged-in update 
of the percussion-driven 
Yoruba tribal approach. “I 
started to play on acoustic 
guitar, in a traditional 
style, and I developed ideas 
about what I wanted to do 
to modernize the music of 
my ancestors. I used the 
drum kit to replace some of 
the group drums, and the 
pedal-steel guitar because 
it sounds like the African 
violin. pick with fin- 
gernails and use a bright 
sound on my electric guitar 
to imitate the thumb pia- 
no. And I kept the call-and- 
response singing style, 
because it is so beautiful. 
All that will never change 
in my music.” 

Although inspired by 
his ancestors, Adé’s tunes 
on Seven Degrees North some- 
times take complex turns. 
“Suku Suku Bam Bam,” 

a celebration of God and 
destiny, embraces several 
buttery microtonal gui- 
tar excursions, and Adé 
delivers a solo that jumps 
from blues to jazz to pure 
African melody as it skips 
between major and minor 
keys. And “Ariya,” where 
he sings his own praises, 
features a ferocious poly- 
rhythmic percussion break- 
down and tempo that 
subtly increases to dragster speed. 

Adé’s current North American tour 
kicked off on June 12 at Bonnaroo 2009 in 
Manchester, Tennessee, with a stripped- 
down version his band. “Our manger 
said we could only take 16 musicians, 
plus two dancers and a soundman. We 
all live like family on one bus. The band 
is supposed to have 23, but sometimes 
Nigeria have people the bus 
when we tour.” 

Since recording Seven Degrees North, he’s 
cut two more albums that have yet to be 
released the US. That brings his dis- 
cography to some 123 titles over 42 years. 
But Adé earned the nickname 
“Minister of Enjoyment” in his home- 
land — sees his prolific output as part of 
a mission greater than just racking up 
sales. “When the world-music touring 
circuit began to become successful in rhe 
1980s, it allowed me to take my music out 
to the entire world. My goal is to see juju 
enjoyed by everybody. | play because I love 
people and want to make people happy, 
and I want them to feel peace of mind in

BIG-BANG THEORY 


KATHRYN BIGELOW BREAKS OUT WITH THE HURT LOCKER 


_BY PETER 


Okay, Kathryn Bigelow might the 
only major filmmaker to have modeled 
for the Gap. And now, at 57, she could do so 
again. Although everyone makes point 
Bigelow’s gender and height and good looks, 
what's germane is that even if she were short 
and had bushy eyebrows like Martin Scorse- 
se, she still would directing action pictures 
like no one since Sam Peckinpah and Sergio 
Leone. With her latest, The Hurt Locker, creat- 
ing terrific buzz, maybe she’ll start getting 
the recognition she deserves. 

Here's another point that might cause 
some to pause: the new film is about the war 
in Iraq. Not only did that war undo a presi- 
dency and the country’s image in the eyes 
of the world, it has also spelled box-office 
death for all films on the subject. 
Until now, perhaps. The Hurt Locker 
won't be doing Transformers num- 
bers, but it will probably beat out 
In the Valley of Elah (scripted, like 
The Hurt Locker, by Mark Boal, who 
drew on his experiences as an em- 
bedded journalist). 

Unlike those previous Iraq 
movies, and unlike almost every 
other film released this summer, 
The Hurt Locker focuses on vivid 
characters thrilling circum- 
stances and renders what hap- 
pens to them with lucidity, logic, 
and gut-wrenching suspense. 

It's the story of a bomb tech (Jeremy Renner) 
in Baghdad in 2004 whose job it is to defuse 
improvised explosive devices (IEDs). He does 
the job with uncanny skill, and, more impor- 
tant, he enjoys the rush of danger, just like 
the characters almost all Bigelow’s 
movies, from Near Dark (1987) to Point Break 
(1991) to Strange Days (1995). A thrill that 
might not be shared by Bigelow herself 
after rough flight from New York 
attend screening The Hurt Locker 
the Harvard Film Archive.

Making sure the geography is very clear, 
especially in a movie like The Hurt Locker, 
where that is the key to understanding 
what a bomb tech does on a daily basis in 
Baghdad in 2004. 


SO, NO AUTOBOTS. No tricks. If you're creat- 

ing excitement strictly from an editing 

standpoint, it has to be intrinsic to the 

story and the subject. It doesn’t come from 
form, comes from content. 
You are worried for the char- 
acters or you even break down 
the fourth wall and become 
them. 


ARE THESE GUYS ADDICTED TO 
ADRENALINE, OR DO THEY HAVE 
A DEATH WISH? I wouldn’t want 
to think of it as a death wish, 
but I think they are incred- 
ibly courageous. If you've read 
Chris Hedges’s book War Isa 
Force That Gives Us Meaning, he 
talks about the allure of war. 
And, mind you, this is an all- 
volunteer military. What Hedges says is 
that for some individuals, combat provides 
an allure and an attraction. 


DO YOU FIND IT IRONIC THAT THIS IS COMING OUT 
THE SAME WEEK THE TROOPS ARE WITHDRAW- _ 
ING FROM MAJOR IRAQ CITIES? I do. When the 
studio set the release date, back in January, I 
think the withdrawal date was set for August, 
think they could have anticipated it.
